interests, and secured to it its deserved posi- 
tion in the community. 


"Hail Columbia." 


This is Fourth of July week, in which we 


ought to revive our national anthems, and 
our patriotic songs. The following history 
ol the famous "Hail Columbia" is from the 
pen of its author, Judge Hopkinson : — 


The song was written in the suuimer of 


1798, when a war with France was thought 
to :>e inevitable — -Congress being then in 
fusion at Philadelphia, deliberating upon 
that important subject, and acts of hostility 
baring actually occurred. 
The contest be- 


tween England and France was raging, and 
the people were divided into parties for the 
one side or the other — some thinking that 
•policy and duty required us to take part 
with Kepublican France, as she was called ; 
others were for our connecting ourselves 
with England, under the belief that she was 
the great preservative power of good princi- 
ples and safe government. 


The violation of our right by both belliger- 
ents was f-jcing us from the just and wise 
policy of President Washington, which was 
to do equal justice to both, to take part 
with neither, but to keep a strict and hon- 
est neutrality between them. The pros- 
pect of a rupture with France was exceed- 
ingly oti'eusive to the portion of the peo- 
ple who espoused her cause, and the vio- 
lence of the- sp;rit of the party has never 
risen higher — I think not so high — as it did 
at that time on that question. The theatre 
was then open in our city. A young man 
belonging toil, with some talent as a singer, 
was about to take his benefit. 
I had known 


him when fie was at school. 
On this ac- 


quaintance he called on me in the afternoon, 
his benefit being announced for the follow- 
ing day. He said he had no boxes taken, 
and the prospect was that he should suffer 
a loss instead of receiving a benefit from the 
performance ; but that if he could get ;i pa- 
triotic song adapted to tune of the "Presi- 
dent's Mareli," then the popular air, he did 
not doubt of a full house; that the poets 
of thu theatrical corps had been trying to 
accomplish ii, but were satisfied that no 
words could be composed to suit the music 
of that march. I told him I would try for 
him. 


He came the next afternoon, and the 


song, such as it was, was ready for him. 
It 


was announced 01 Monday moring, and the 
theatre was crowded to excess, and so con- 
coutinued night after night for the rest ol 
the season, the song being encored and re- 
pealed many times each night, the whole 
audience joining in the chorus. It was also 
sung at night in the street by large assem- 
blies of citizens, including members of Con- 
gress. The entuhsiasm was general, and 
the song was heard, we may say, in every 
part of the United States. The object of 
the author was to get up an American spirit, 
-which should be independent of, and above 
the mfrcsts, passions and policy of both 
belligerents, uud loo!* and feel for our own 
honor and rights. Not an allusion is made 
either M France and England, or the quar- 
rel between them, or to which was the most 
in fault in their treatment of us. 
Of course 


the song found favor with both parties ; at 
least nune of them could disown the senti- 
ments it inculcated. It was truly American, 
find nothing else, and the patriotic heart of 
every American responded to it. 
Such is 


the history of the song, which has endured 
infinitely beyond any expectation of the au- 
thor. and beyond any merit it can boast of, 
except that of ;being truly and exclusively 
patriotic in its sentiments and spirit,

additional freight and duty on American 
flour, and furnish well baked bread to their 
customers at less than three cents per pound 
whilst in New England it costs the consum- 
er at present rates more than seven cents 
per pound. In England the loaf sold here 
for six cents, or an equal weight (say 13 to 
14 02.) is afforded for 2 1-4 to 2 1-2 cents. 


Fulton and Morse were great benefactors 


to mankind; but he who discovers a method 
to bake and sell bread in America as cheap 
as it is done in England will be a greater 
benefactor to the poorest of the poor than 
either of them.
